the old one meeting to ^ in 1 up its 
affairs and the new one meeting to get 
in shape to transact business. 


When the old board was called to or- 


der, Messrs. Blake, Branclan, Miller, 
Jack and Mayor Row were present. 


The report of Health Officer Fulton 


showed that there had been five " cases 
of diphtheria and one of scarlet Je'ver 
during the month of April, with three 
deaths from diphtheria. 


During the month there had been al- 


together 28 deaths, 25 white and" 3 col- 
ored. 
Of these 11 were caused by pul- 


monary affections! the largest, Dr. Ful- 
ton said, in the history of the city. 
Dr. Fulton also commented on the-fact 
that 
diphtheria 
had 
been 
almost 


stamped out of the city, there being 
now but one case. 


The report of Sanitary Policeman, 


etc., Swander showed that there had 
been 324 stands in market during the 
past month; 9 permits had been issued 
to bury dead animals and 12 nuisances, 
abated. He recommended that a water 
plug be placed on the market space to 
be used in -cleaning up. 
This recom - 


meudatioii was referred to the city 
council for action. 


The schedule, consisting of $75 sal- 


aries; $22.Go for prescriptions; $8.25 
for coal from Fred Reiniger for diph- 
theria cases; $7 for groceries for diph- 
theria cases from J. M. Merrill; $4.70 
for Frank Sloan burying dead animals; 
$8 for medicine to Dr. Fulton; and 
$1.50 
for 500 burial permits to the 


clerk, was allowed. 
| Mr. Miller resurrected a resolution 
passed at a previous meeting to allow 
the^Health Officer §50 for extra work. 
This/was in addition to the $50 already 
-granted. His motion that Dr. Fulton 
be allowed this other $50 was passed 
unanimously. 


Messrs. Miller, Jack, Blake and 


Mayor Row then indulged in a little 
jollying, Mr. Miller coming in for his 
share of the sweet and honeyed phrases. 
He was told that he- occupied a very 
warm, snug corner in Billy Jack's 
heart; that Blake thought he was a 
hnormnious sort of a fellow^and that 
the mayor^thought he was one of the 
most useful members in the old board.

On the'1 lOtli .-of -Augfnst,-1886,-; the 


Louisville Courier-Journal, "whichy is 
uow the -most, active "orgun'7 of the 
money =power and single gold standard, 
in a lengthy editorial favoring1 the 
coinage of silver equal with gold, laid 
down the following1 propositions: 


"L That demonetization of silver, 


which has prevailed for some years up 
to this writing1, both in the United 
States and Europe, has had the effect 
of advancing the value of gold about 
40 per cent. 


"2. That this has been accomplished 


by depressing the value of all other 
property to that extent. 


"S. That about 40 per cent of the 


property and producing1 resources o: 
the people have thus been transferred 
to a comparatively small class of men, 
whose stock in trade is gfold invest- 
ments. 


"4. That in the exact proportion as 


gold has risen, the burden ol debt and 
taxation has increased; and that in 
proportion as property and labor have 
declined, the capacity of the people to 
pay their debts and taxes has dimin- 
ished. 


"5. That the silver discount is cre- 


atinga bonus of more than 30 percent 
in favor of the farm productions of 
India and Asia, which to that extent 
cheapens the wheat, cotton and vari- 
ous other productions of the United 
States. 


"C. That these lamentable conditions 


have been produced by anti-silver leg- 
islation. 


i "7. That they can be undone and 
prosperity bej restored by pro-silver 
legislation." 


The Courier-Journal, in discussing 


these propositions, calls upon 
the 


metropolitan gold standard papers to 
answer them. "Here are seven propo- 
sitions," said the Courier-'Journal ten 
years ago, "either of which, if true, 
certainly proves the silver situation is 
a matter of intense and universal im- 
portance. If so, why is not the matter 
forced upon public attention day after 
day by all the newspapers in the land 
which-are not owned body and breeches 
by the money kings or the gold con- 
spiracy?" To-day, however, there is no 
more violent enemy of silver in Wall 
street than can be found in the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal. Why this change 
of heart? 


Referring to this remarkable conver- 


sion, the Atlanta Constitution says 
that tlie "propositions laid down by 
the Courier-Journal in 1SSG are more 
important to-day than ever.
